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ASI to

Associated Students Inc. President 
John Haberstroh and Vice President 
Jonathon Bolin proposed a voluntary 
$1 to $2 student fee at the California 
State Student Association meeting Sat- 
urday to increase funding for the orga- 
nization. 

The idea was met by positive re- 
sponses from the other California State 
Student Association (CSSA) board 
members at the meeting, Haberstroh 
said. Moving forward, the two ASI ex- 
ecutives said they will work toward a 
formal CSSA resolution in support of 
the fee. 

“For the most part, people were on 
board with it,” Haberstroh said. “A lot 
of people want to know the details, 
specific numbers and specific lines. 
That’ll be in the legislation.” 

The CSSA Board of Directors is 
comprised of student body presidents 
from all 23 campuses in the Cal State 
University system. As the largest stu- 
dent organization in the country, CSSA 
collectively represents the more than 
400,000 students in the CSU, accord- 
ing to the organization’s website. 

Bolin said CSSA’s budget is too 
small to conduct meaningful advocacy 
for students, and the semesterly fee 
would enhance the organization’s abil- 
ity to serve the students. 

“Since I’ve been in CSSA, we’ve 
needed to have a funding model be- 
cause right now, it’s just not working 
out,” Bolin said. “We represent more 
than 400,000 students, and we have 
membership dues of about $300,000.” 

Haberstroh also said there will be an 
opt-out option of the fee for students 
who do not want to pay it. 

“If students paid this fee — which 
would be voluntary and people could 
opt out of — our hope is that it will 
get students more involved at the state- 
wide level in lobbying and fulfill our 
shared governance requirements with 
the [CSU] Chancellor’s Office,” Haber- 
stroh said. 

Haberstroh said he hopes to pass 
a CSSA resolution that will lead to a 
proposed bill in the state Legislature 
to implement the fee. If passed, the fee

“Drink, Dunk, Done” 
aims to convince 
more students to 
recycle.

Students may be recycling the 
wrong way and not even know it, ac- 
cording to Associated Students Inc.’s 
new recycling campaign, “Drink, 
Dunk, Done.” 

The new campaign was created to 
promote proper recycling methods by 
clearing up recycling-related miscon- 
ceptions — such as that bottles can be 
recycled with their caps on — and raise 
awareness about the increased number 
of recycling containers on campus, ac- 
cording to Lee Johnson, ASI recycling 
coordinator. 

“We felt we really needed more on- 
campus recycling containers,” John- 
son said. “There are 400 trash cans 
on campus, and we felt wherever there 
[was] a trash can there should be a re- 
cycling container next to it.” 

The Associated Students Recycling 
Center purchased about 80 new pyr- 
amid-top recycling containers with a 
$41,000 grant from CalRecycle, a gov- 
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The new ASI recycling campaign encourages students to “dunk” their bottles into a recycling can. 


ernment program that offers funding 
opportunities to assist in the safe and ef- 
fective management of the waste stream, 
according to the program’s website. 

The grant allowed the center to dou- 
ble the number of recycling containers 
on campus, Johnson said. 

Johnson said the recycling cam- 
paign is geared toward getting stu- 
dents to use the recycling containers, 
as well as raise awareness that Cal 
State Long Beach is home to one of 
the oldest recycling centers in Califor- 
nia, which opened in 1970 and handles 
about 500,000 beverage containers 
each month, Johnson said. 

College Beat Productions, CSULB’s 
student-run video production com- 
pany, produced a series of 12 commer- 
cials for the Drink, Dunk, Done cam- 
paign that began Sept. 9, according to 
University Student Union Assistant 
Director of Programs Sylvana Cicero. 


The commercials advocate for recy- 
cling and promoting proper recycling 
methods on campus, said Geno Meha- 
lik, who supervises College Beat Pro- 
ductions. 

“If a student holds onto an empty 
water bottle for a few minutes until 
they can find a recycle bin or takes the 
cap off their water bottle before recy- 
cling, we have done our job and it was 
all worth it,’ Mehalik said. 

The campaign is reaching out to 
students through signs posted around 
campus and a radio component on 
KBEACH. 

Fernando Dehonor, a senior aero- 
space engineering and physics major 
who was featured in one of the com- 
mercials, collaborated on the cam- 
paign through his position as assistant 
conservation commissioner for the 
Beach Pride program. 

“T really have a passion for the en- 


vironment and being green,” said De- 
honor, who hopes to design hydrogen- 
fueled cars and research alternative 
fuels one day. “Earth is our home. It 
won’t take care of itself. We are re- 
sponsible for what we throw away.” 

Dehonor said he hopes this cam- 
paign reaches a large pool of students 
and gets them thinking about what re- 
cycling is. 

“Tt’s more than just being a hippie,” 
he said. “It’s a daily routine.” 

With the convenience of having 
more recycling containers on campus, 
Cicero said, more students could de- 
velop a habit of recycling. 

“T believe that this generation genu- 
inely cares about sustainability and 
protecting the environment,” she said. 
“It is our hope that by creating this 
awareness on campus, it will lead to 
sustainable practices now and in the 
future lives of our students.” 
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could increase CSSA’s annual budget 
by an estimated $800,000. 

“There are a surprising amount of peo- 
ple in the state Legislature who are [alum- 
ni] of CSSA and the CSU, so they would be 
our go-to people,” Haberstroh said. 

A resolution supporting the fee will be 
introduced and voted on at a CSSA meet- 
ing in Fullerton in January, he said. 

CSSA Executive Director Miles Nevin 
said similar proposals by other student 
leaders have been raised in the past. 

“The outcome was that those fees 
were never achieved or passed,” Nevin 
said. “CSSA is a voluntary organiza- 
tion, and those members pay a member- 
ship dues rate.” 

CSSA’s budget is approximately 
$627,000 per year, of which $289,000 
comes from allocations from the CSU 
system and the Chancellor’s Office, Nev- 
in said. The other $338,000 comes from 
membership dues and other fundraisers. 

Bolin said the idea for the CSSA fee 
stemmed from a similar $1 fee that was 
signed by Gov. Jerry Brown and insti- 
tuted for the California Community 
College Student Affairs Association, a 
statewide student organization for the 
community college system. 

Some students, like junior biology 
major Zoila Medina, said they think the 
fee could be a good thing. 

“Right now it doesn’t sound bad, but 
it’s unsure if itll be beneficial in the 
long term or if they’ll increase the fees 
later,” Medina said. 

Senior environmental science and 
policy major Alec Krueger said he 
agreed with Medina. 

“If the $1 or $2 fee happens, then as 
long as students are informed, then it 
should be okay,” he said. 

Nevin said the CSU is a large uni- 
versity system that the state Legislature 
and CSU Board of Trustees can influ- 
ence in a lot of ways. 

“T think we do a good job at being en- 
gaged in Sacramento and the Chancel- 
lor’s Office, and even in a limited way 
at the federal level,’ Nevin said. “I think 
what [Haberstroh and Bolin] are getting 
at with the proposal [is] achieving a fund- 
ing model that’s truly independent that 
allows students to fund the organization.” 

Haberstroh said he thinks the resolu- 
tion will pass at the January meeting. If 
it passes, he hopes to have a state legis- 
lator bring the idea to the Legislature in 
the spring semester.

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Rwandan 
Genocide 
witness 
visits campus

In 1994, Carl Wilkens was the only 
American to stay behind during the 
Rwandan Genocide. All he wanted 
was to make sure two Rwandans were 
safe, but he had no idea that millions 
would die. 

Wilkens came to Cal State Long 
Beach Monday for a speaking engage- 
ment held by the International Studies 
Student Association (ISSA). In front 
of a crowd of about 50 students in the 
University Student Union, he spoke 
about his time in Rwanda, his opti- 
mism for the country and the founda- 
tion every country needs to avoid more 
violent disasters. 

Jordan Hattar, chair of ISSA, said 
that he met Wilkens after he spoke 
at Hattar’s high school three years 
ago. 

“[Wilkens] was the one American 
in Rwanda during the genocide,” Hat- 
tar said. “I met him in 2010, and after I 
graduated high school, I joined him on 
his speaking tour.” 

Wilkens said he first moved his 
family to Rwanda in 1990 and worked 
as a humanitarian aid worker for the 
Adventist Church. He and his family 
lived with two Tutsi Rwandans, one 
named Anitha, who worked in their 
home, and their night watchman Jan- 
vier.

When the genocide began in 1994, 
military forces were ordered to evacu- 
ate all foreigners, but Wilkens, afraid 
for Anitha and Janvier, stayed behind 
to help them. 

“T made the decision without know- 
ing that millions were going to die,” 
Wilkens said. “I merely wanted to 
make sure Anitha and Janvier were 
safe.” 

Wilkens’ tales are chronicled in his 
book, “I’m Not Leaving,” which is 
based on cassette recordings from his 
time in Rwanda. 

Wilkens said he hopes that other 
people can learn from his experience 
that doing something simple is not the 
same as doing something small. 

“We are not defined by what we 
don’t have,” he said. “We are de- 
fined by what we do with what we 
have.” 

Wilkens said that making a differ-

ence does not require a large-scale 
movement but rather, a personal touch. 

“In every situation there is the basic 
tool of listening,” Wilkens said, “lis- 
tening to learn a story, and for every 
story, a person has the ability to re- 
spond to it.” 

Hattar said that Wilkens’ humani- 


‘tarian experiences have been influen- 


tial to him. 

“[Wilkens] made me re-evaluate 
life; he’s my biggest role model,” Hat- 
tar said. 

As for the future, Wilkens said he 
is optimistic about Rwanda and that 
the country has made huge progress in 
the past 19 years. He said that to him, 
world peace is not a global process. 

“There needs to be little worlds of 
peace,” Wilkens said. “It’s a foun- 
dation every country needs, and for 
every little situation of peace, there’s 
hope for the future.” 
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The tour would allow the 49ers to 
play elite international teams within a 
10-day span, while giving those play- 
ers interested in basketball after college 
the opportunity to get a feel of what life 
would be like in that type of environ- 
ment, Wynn said. 

Despite the increased number of out- 
of-state players this year, Wynn said 
she and her staff have determined to 
give every player on the roster a chance 
to play in front of their home crowd or 
somewhere close to their hometown. 

“Ella [Clark] is the only returner on 
the team that would not have experi- 
enced playing in front of her friends 
and family,” Wynn said. 

The news that the 49ers would try to 
visit London was revealed during a sum- 
mer team meeting prior to Clark’s most 
recent departure to Britain. While there, 
Clark trained and joined the Great Brit- 
ain Senior National Team; if the team 
qualifies for the 2016 Summer Olym- 
pics, she’ll travel to Rio in three years. 

“It’s a dream come true,” Wynn said. 
“To be able to say that we’re true to 
our word, in the sense that we always 
recruit and that if you come from far 
away, we’ll go and play in front of your 
friends and: family and bring Long 
Beach to you.” 

Wynn also said that given NCAA 
rules that European tours are allowed 
just once every four years, this will be 
the first and last time these team mem- 
bers will have such an opportunity. 

“Some of us only have one year left, 
and some of us have four,’ Meneses 
said. “To bring that away with us, and 
for me to tell my future kids one day 
that I went to London ... I know all of 
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Long Beach State junior guard 
Lauren Spargo shoots the ball 
at basketball practice Sunday. 


my teammates want to be able to say 
that.” 

Clark said it’s not the traveling that’s 
important to her, but it’s the ability to 
bring two major parts of her life togeth- 
er and share something with her team 
that few international athletes can say 
they have. 

“It'd be amazing [to go home], espe- 
cially to go with my team,” Clark said. 
“Tt would be a different experience for 
them to see how I live. I’ve been around 
here for four years, and I’ve seen how 
they live. To give them my perspective 
on things and the different culture and 
stuff, the experience would be great for 
them.”

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LAX shooting should lead to more debate on gun control 


Yet another shooting has given the 
U.S. a reason to mourn. 

Last week’s shooting at Los Ange- 
les International Airport has renewed 
ongoing debate about gun control. 

On Friday, suspect Paul Anthony 
Ciancia, a 23-year-old unemployed 
motorcycle mechanic, allegedly opened 
fire in LAX’s Terminal 3 at 9:20 a.m. 

As a result, one Transportation 
Security Administration agent 
was killed and three others were 
wounded, according to the Los 
Angeles Times. 

During the ordeal, Ciancia was shot 
four times in the head. He remains un-

les hospital, 
according to the LA Times. 

While investigators begin to 
ascertain Ciancia’s exact motives, 
we hope that some changes will be 
implemented at LAX. 

Adding armed police officers at 
TSA checkpoints throughout the 
airport could provide more security 
and help dissuade future gunmen 
from inflicting so much damage. 

Adding more armed police of- 
ficers, though, would make only a 
small impact. The larger issue loom- 
ing over this tragedy is gun control. 

According to the LA Times, 
Ciancia purchased the semi-auto- 
matic rifle he used in the shooting at 
a Van Nuys gun store. 

Because Ciancia bought the semi- 
automatic rifle legally, one should 


be able to assume that he intended to use it responsibly. 


Obviously, that wasn’t the case. 


Instead of focusing on increasing security at LAX, the public should 


re-examine our country’s gun control policy. 


The gunman had no apparent criminal record or history of 
mental illness. He had no history to prohibit him from purchasing a 
firearm. So Friday’s shooting could not have been easily stopped. 

How can we as a nation prevent another tragedy like this from 


occurring? 


Legislators and policymakers should get together and discuss 
whether Ciancia exhibited any warning signs. 

With the shootings at Aurora, Colo., Sandy Hook and the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard, it’s easy to see that the incident at LAX was but 
one of many shooting tragedies in the recent U.S. history. 

Instead of focusing on gun control, some have argued that TSA 
agents should be armed to increase security at airports. 

In order to train TSA agents, a great amount of time and resources 


would need to be spent. But whether arming so many unqualified agents 
would lead to any lasting change is unclear in the first place. 
Anyone like Ciancia, who apparently wasn’t afraid of injury or death, ; 
could have opened fire whether or not TSA agents were armed. People 
could have been killed nonetheless. 
To prevent another tragedy like this from occurring, we should 
discuss gun control in our country and what may have led Ciancia to 
commit such a heinous crime. Only then will we know what progress 
can be made. 


Change in airline regulations could lead to unforeseen problems 


We have never been so dependent on electronic 
devices than in today’s day and age. 

From smart phones to laptops, technology has 
taken over our lives. 

It’s not that we’re addicted to using our favor- 
ite electronic devices. 

Our desire to be connected to technology at all 
times has led many people to feel like they cannot 
live without their smartphone or tablet. 

According to CNN, airline passengers will 
soon be allowed to watch videos and play video 
games on their electronic devices throughout the 
length of a flight. 

Fliers will also be able to use devices like 
tablets, laptops, e-readers and smart phones, 
according to CNN. 
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In addition to using their electronic devices, fliers 
will also be able to keep their devices on throughout 
the duration of flight. This includes descent and as- 
cent periods too, according to the Federal Aviation 
Administration. 

While some may wel- 
come this change, it’s 
important to note that 
no one can accurately 
predict if the change in policy will be effective. 

Allowing passengers to keep their devices on 
during the entire flight is a great departure from 
previous policies. 

According to CBS, passengers are currently re- 
quired to keep their technological devices turned 
off until the plane reaches a cruising altitude of 
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10,000 feet. 

As with any change in policy, restrictions do apply. 

According to CBS, fliers are prohibited from 
connecting to the Internet below 10,000 feet 
under the new policy. 

During the ascent 
phase, passengers will 
be required to put their 
smartphones in airplane 
mode, but the device can remain turned on. 

Consumers are expected to be very pleased 
with the change in technology policy aboard 
flights, according to CNN. 

Although this decision may please many, it 
does add to the many distractions passengers 
already face. 


What if passengers begin to ignore and tune 
out flight attendants when they are given the op- 
portunity to use their devices? 

According to the FAA, the implementation of 
these rules will vary among airlines but the agency 
expects that many carriers will prove to allow their 
passengers to use their devices freely and safely. 

The situation at hand could go both ways. 

By easing restrictions, consumers will be able 
to enjoy their technological products even more. 

Loosening restrictions could allow passengers 
to use their devices unwisely. 

Whether these policy changes will truly change 
the airline industry for the better remains to be seen.

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Denying Snowden’s clemency appeal will lead to more damage 


Because his appeal for clemency was denied 
by officials from the White House, it seems as 
though former NSA contractor Edward Snowden 
will never return to the U.S. 

Snowden, a former government employee who 
leaked documents detailing the existence and 
scope of massive U.S. surveillance programs, had 
tried to get charges against him dropped, accord- 
ing to The Guardian. 

In addition to seeking clemency, Snowden 
asked the U.S. for the opportunity to directly 
address Congress regarding the nation’s surveil- 
lance policies. 

Sen. Dianne Feinstein (D-Calif.), leader of the 
U.S. Senate Intelligence Committee, voiced her 
frustration regarding the Snowden case on CBS’s 
“Face the Nation.” 

“He’s done this enormous disservice to our 
country,” Feinstein said on CBS, according 
to The Guardian. “I think the answer is ‘no 
clemency.’” 

Rep. Mike Rogers (R-Mich.), leader of the U.S. 
House Intelligence Committee, further supported 
Feinstein’s claims. 


“He needs to come back and own up,” Rogers 
said, according to the New York Times. “We can 
have those conversations, if he believes there are 
vulnerabilities he’d like to disclose.” 

While it may be a dangerous political move 
to support Snowden, members of Congress 
should be more willing to grant the former NSA 
contractor clemency. 

No one except Snowden and a handful of 
journalists throughout the 
world know exactly what 
type of classified informa- 
tion was stolen from the 
NSA. 

If the U.S. wants to ensure that further revela- 
tions about government surveillance programs 
are not made public, it is in the country’s best 
interest to concede defeat and offer Snowden 
what he desires. 

What can the U.S. lose by complying with 
Snowden’s requests? 

The damage has already been done. Before 
Snowden’s leaks to The Guardian, very few 
Americans had even heard of such mass surveil- 
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lance programs. 

It’s highly unlikely that U.S. officials, includ- 
ing President Barack Obama, will ever comply 
with Snowden’s demands. 

Although it has been four months since 
Snowden’s leaks were made public, fallout from 
the revelations continues. 

Last month, Reuters and several other news 
organizations reported that the U.S. allegedly 
monitored German Chancel- 
lor Angela Merkel’s personal 
cell phone. 

Following the publication 
of the allegations, Snowden 
expressed interest in participating in a German 
inquiry on U.S. spying, according to the Wash- 
ington Post. 

The chances of Snowden participating in the 
inquiry is doubtful. 

“Tf there were the possibility to hear Snowden 
as a witness — without bringing him into danger 
and completely ruining the German-USA rela- 
tionship — we should use it,” Thomas Opper- 
mann, a German politician, said, according to the 


Washington Post. 

Germany’s welcoming a wanted man could 
negatively affect the U.S. government’s percep- 
tion of the country. 

It is easy to see that much of the information 
that Snowden made public can affect many coun- 
tries throughout the world. 

By refusing to compromise with Snowden and 
grant him some form of clemency, U.S. officials 
have left Snowden no decision but to continue 
giving away classified documents. 

Rather than be vilified as a traitor, however, 
Snowden should welcomed as a hero and whistle- 
blower. 

Without Snowden’s courage and determina- 
tion, Americans would have remained largely in 
the dark about how frequently the government 
accessed surveillance about them. 

Let’s hope the White House will change its 
mind soon regarding Snowden’s plea for clemency. 

The security and well-being of the country 
rests on it.

She said that by evolving 
the definition of the term to cultural 
works of art, “Interface” challenges 
the general opinion on the definition of 
fashion. 

“We are interested in how art uses 
fashion, how fashion uses art, and how 
anti-fashion operates subversively 
within both realms,” Aguiluz’s artist’s 
statement said. 

Although Aguiluz is a graduate 
from the Fashion Institute of Technol- 
ogy in New York, and she gladly 
agreed to feature a few pieces from 
her most recent collection when the 
gallery coordinators for this event in- 
vited her to be a part of the collabora- 
tive exhibit. 

The exhibit included high fashion 
portraits featuring strong, middle-aged 


fashion 


women, a dress and coat made entirely 
of receipts and knit fashion wear that 
was more than eight feet long, hanging 
from the ceiling and spiraling down to 
the floor. 

For the exhibit, two of her most 
contrasting pieces were showcased 
while a video loop of a recent runway 
show played, displaying the rest of her 
collection. 

This year, Aguiluz showed her col- 
lection for the first time at LA Fashion 
Week, one of the premier spotlights for 
both aspiring and established fashion 
designers. 

The intricacies in Aguiluz’s 
designs are shown in her attention 
to detail, with every cut and stitch 
thought out. Aguiluz said she created 
the pieces with the idea of versatility 
in mind. She said her pieces are meant 
to be transformative, functional and 
sustainable. 

Aguiluz’s advertises her designs 
as “handmade, organic, sustainable, 
recycled, fair trade and made in LA.” 

She said she began knitting her 
collection intuitively a little more than 
a year ago and that her designs eventu- 
ally formed into a full 13-piece collec- 
tion, which she showed at LA Fashion 
Week in October. 

The pieces took roughly a year 
to make, Aguiluz said. Her design 
aesthetic is to create handmade, detail- 
oriented pieces that can be worn ina 
variety of different ways. 

One of Aguiluz’s pieces, “the 
capture vest,” is a hand-knit piece with 
detailed cut-outs that could be worn in 
a number of ways. “The capture vest” 
was also shown as being worn in four 
to five other ways, including as a skirt. 

Aguiluz wanted to show fluidity 


through her designs, likening her 
pieces to works of art. She explained 
that this exhibit was important, show- 
ing the connection between cultural art 
and fashion. 

According to Aguiluz, inspiration 
for her collection was derived from 
the fluidity in nature, a Japanese essay 
titled “In Praise of Shadows,” and 
music from composers like “Phillip 
Glass.”

“TJ used materials that are all or- 
ganic, fair trade and I made everything 
myself,’ Aguiluz said. “That’s part of 
the whole mission behind what I’m do- 
ing as a designer and as an artist.”

an Jennings is big. 
He’s a 6-foot-9, 245-pound giant made 


mostly of muscle. He’s also got the skill set 
to play a highly-sought position: center. 

“At this level, it’s hard to find a true center,” 
head coach Dan Monson said. “We haven’t had a 
true center in the seven years I’ve been here besides 
Dan [Jennings] ... You just don’t find at the mid-ma- 
jor level a 6-9, 240-50 pound guy that can move like 
him with athleticism.” 

Being one of two returning starters and the only 
senior on the Long Beach State men’s basketball 
team, center Jennings is looking to take the leader- 
ship role for a young team looking to repeat as regu- 
lar-season Big West Champions. 

It’s all part of a long journey, though, for Jen- 
nings, who grew up more.than 2,400 miles away in 
Staten Island, NY. 

Jennings did not start playing structure basket- 
ball until he was 10, and his mom told him he was 
destined to play the sport because he always found 
basketballs in his neighborhood. 

“In my neighborhood, I’d always run into a bas- 
ketball somewhere, and I’d bring it home, and I used 
to have a whole collection when I was seven, eight 
years old,” Jennings said. “I’d have eight basketballs 
I just found.” 

Jennings started his collegiate career at West Vir- 
ginia, where he went the Final Four with the 2009-10 
Mountaineers. He said the experience allowed him

to be around other leaders, and he saw how hard they 
worked to set an example for the younger players. 
“T’m all in this year,” he said. “Being a senior, I 
have to set an example, and I have to go as hard even 
if it’s me passing out. I have to continue to go hard

and show them it’s going to take hard work and per- 
sistence to be great at this level.” 

Jennings transferred to LBSU after spending two 
years at West Virginia. Being a New York native, Jen- 
nings has had to adjust being miles away from home. 


“The environment changed, and my mentality 
changed,” he said. “At West Virginia, I was in my 
young stages, and when I came out here, it really 
allowed me to grow up and mature on a mental 
level.” 

When transferring from West Virginia, Jennings 
said Monson was a big reason why he chose LBSU. 

“A lot of coaches tell you what you want to hear to 
get you here, but coach Monson basically told me I 
had to earn everything I get here,” he said. “He really 
was honest with me, and I really respected that from 
him. He’s a blue-collar guy and a family guy ... He 
gives you that father figure on the court, and he’s a 
great role model.” 

Jennings averaged 8.4 points and 6.4 rebounds in 
his first year in a 49ers uniform, and he expects more 
from himself this year. He said that he lost 25 pounds 
and 12 to 13 percent of his body fat thanks to some 
rigorous offseason conditioning. 

“Nobody’s worked harder this offseason than Dan 
[Jennings],” Monson said. “He’s able to do things 
he’s never been able to do and sustain them. That’s 
the most impressive thing to me: he can sustain it.” 

Jennings said he expects this team to go to the 
NCAA tournament. 

“J just feel once we start playing and they start 
getting that experience under their belt on the [Divi- 
sion I] level,” he said, “the sky is the limit because 
we're executing things that we didn’t execute at this 
time last year.”
